French. War Dogs 
—_A— 
sheep Dogs Show Remarkable Intelli- 
gence and Are Easily Trained 


One. of the most interesting of the 
subsidiary establishnients of "the 
French army is that of the ‘french 
sheep dogs which ave being employed 
in ambulance and. patrol work. The es- 
tablishment is quite small, only about 
twenty-five of these dogs in all hav- 
ing been used up to date, but their 
yalue is so generaily recognized that 
the following, particulars with which I 
have been supplied by the courtesy of 
the French authorittes, may possibly 
be of use to breeders at home. 

These sheep dogs are of tive diffter- 
ent breeds, “Malinois.” “Gronendael,” 


“Bar Rouge,” “Briare” ’ and “Berger 
Allemand,” of which the last-namea 


g said to be the least intelligent. The 


original idea was that the dogs should. 


be employed only. in ambulance work, 
but owing ‘to their great intelligence 
it was found:possible to use them for 
taking back messages from advanced 
parties. to the rear. * 

The system of training is said to 
be rather complicated and has to be 
begun when the dogs are still very 
young. The first thing, of course, that 

asthey have to learn is implicit obed- 
fence, and after that it is a question 
of training them not to.fear gun fire, 
and to bring back any article. When 
‘onve they are trained these dogs show 
themselves absolutely fearless unda 
‘the heaviest fire. and, so far from re- 
coiling from a shell burst, they usual- 
ly rush, forward end bark furiously. at 
it. “Inf the circumstances, therefore, 
theiv. casualty list of five wounded 
may be regarded ag fairly light. 

When employed on ambulance work 
the dogs perform much the same 
duties as those of St. Bernards. They | 
are sent out to scour the ground, and 
when they have found a wounded man 
they bring some article of his apparel, |

detailed to follow the dog, who brings 
them-to the place where the wounded 
man is lying —Boston Transcript.

Many a lot can be used in a most 
profitabe way with just a trifling cost 
and a little effort. On a lot.50x130 
feet we were able to produce a splen- 
did supply of desired vegetable pro- 
ducts last season, in fact-enough for 
seyen almost continuously with, much 
to be preserved for winter use. Once 
having the matter-in hand it «was not 
difficult to select from a good seed, 
catalogue a. selection, of -seeds that 
would suit every need. These were | 
chosen to give as varied a supply as 

possible and in many. cases‘a single 

package of seed was all that was need- 


d. 

This land, it itust’ be explained, had 
been used for chicken runs and was 
rather soured., Something was advis- 
sable to cor rect this. condition and, we 
doubt if any methodcould have been 
more profitable than this one. To ‘pre: 
pare the land a little, lime was sprinkl- 
ed broadcast and stable and hen man- 
ures were moderately used, the whole 
being turned over, plowed and drag- 
ged until fairly easy to work. More 
of this would. have been better, but 
there was not time enough in the. day 
the work wags hired done. 

No particularly definite plan of 
planting was practicsed except to se- 
lect for the first plantings such things 

as would likely withstand frost and 
keep making plantings from week to 
week always reserving some seed for 
later plantings so ag to keep fresh 

crops coming along ag the old ones | 
gave‘out. In this way it was possible 
to have some vegetables all summer 
through, getting fresh tender products 
at all times. 

Starting in with. potatoes and peas 

about July 1st, something was avail- 

able. continuously and made the ques- 
tion of vegetable supply @ very simple 
one. Althotgh the ground was. not in 

the best condition, having a tendency, 
to bake dry, pronipt hoeing after rains 

prevented ihis trouble .and- enabled 

the growing stuft to secure the hene- 
fit of all rain that fell. Keeping the 
land worked, we consider the prob- 
able biggest factor in getting good 

results ‘from the good seed that we 
had. 

Spraying was resorted to on.the po- 
tatees and vines using Arsenate of, 
Lead in solution. On the vines we 
found air-slacked. lime most .effective 
for keeping down the attacks of the 
insects that strip them of their leave 
Cucunbers, melons, squash and Rh 
kins were poor-food for these insects 
so long as the lime was. sprinkled 
on them. 

As wy aie pecame used up we 
extended the poultry runs, allowing 
very small chicks ‘to run at will and 
finally -yarded with some small mov- 
able frame yard units such things as 
tomatoes and let them run. Weeds and 
all vegetation taken out of the gar- 
den patch were thrown to the chick- 
ens, furnishing much green stuff and 
solving the problem of its disposal 
very simply. 

.Besides giving the most satisfactory 
returns for the time and effort much | 
pleasure was felt in the comments, of 
neighbors surprised to. see such ‘re- 
sults on a barren lot. The owner of | 
the house next to the Ipt reported real 
pride in the garden because he re- 
celved so many compliments on the 
good results they were having. Peo- 
ple rhought they were working this 
land, : 
‘Any one with a Hltle land can do 
equally well or better and there is no 
doubt that many a useless lot can be 
made a'real profit'as well as a pleas- 
ure by a little forethought‘and well- 
spent effort. While poultry and gar- 
den do not work very well on the same 
land together, worked so that each 
will get the benefit from the other | 
they make a fine combination.

A Palace of Salt 


Walls of the Mines of Wieliczka Glit- 
ter Like Diamonds up 


In Galicia‘ seven miles from the an- 
cient city,of Cracow around which the 
warring Prussians and Russians are 
fighting for supremacy, is‘ located the 
famous galt mine of Wieliczka. ~ 

The mine has been actively worked 
ever since its discovery, almost seven 
hundred years ago, At-the present 
time the excavations reach a depth of 
more than a thousand feet. 

The descent into the mine is made 
by shafts ‘and staircases. The latter, 
being carved entirely of rock salt, 
sparkle so brilliantly that one feels at 
euch step as.though he were treading 
upon crystal glass. Before reaching 
the bottom of this great cavern it is 
necessary to travel over many of these 
beautiful stairways, for the mine of 
Wieliczika is divided into three dis- 
tinct compartments called fields; each 
field consists of seven stories and each 
story is made@up of several chambers. 

Some of these chambers are a hun- 
dred feet high, a hundred feet long 
and eighty feet wide. They are left 
in the process of excavation, and when 
any addition is required it is built 
with salt and water. Masses of salt 
are piled one upon another afid water 
is thrown over them dissolving a por- 
tion of the salt, which fills up the cre- 
vices. When the water evaporates it 
leaves a solid mass. Columns*of salt 
are left to supporr the roof. 

As there are no springs at so great 
depth, the air is very-dry, and every- 
thing is kept in the most perfect state 
of. preservation. 

One of the largest chambers js used 
as ballroom where gayly dressed 
men and women plid over the smooth, 
shining floor to the strains of Straus’s 
“Beautiful Blue Danube” waltz. 

In another chamber the nobles of 
Austria and their friends sometimes 
attend banquets. On these occasions, 
when the light falls upon the walls, 
eelling and pillars, {he immense room 
looks liks @ palace carve, out of aqua- 
marine, +s ; 

But the most wonderful thing in the 
great salt mine of Wieliczka is the 
chapel of St. Anthony, where the floor. 
walls, celling, altar, niches, pedestals 
and statues are all of solid salt, yet | 
everything is so translucent that a 
torch held bekind one of the statues 
shows light through its thickest part.

Co-operation in marketing eggs and 
dressed poultry were the subjects be- 
fore the Poultrymen’s convention held 


at Winnipeg recently. The addresses 
were practical and many questions 
vere asked and answered. 


R. J. Allen, of the Dominion de- 
partment of agriculture’s poultry 
branch, spoke on co-operation, He 


thought local problems should be met 
first. The war had.opened an oppor- 
tunity to Canadian poultrymen to get 
a fair share of the British egg mar- 
ket. 

The Canadian egg occupied fourth 
pince on the British market. The 
arder was Danish, Dutch, Irish and 
Canadian, , 

Mr. Allen said the Canadian egg 
should stand second at least. There 
were causes for the Canadian cgg 
falling down in the export trade. The 
calise wag found in that the producer 
had. no incentive for making him 
anxious to produce a good egg.

Are Busy Making Zepps 


One or Two Big Aircraft Are Turned 
Out Each Week on Swiss Border 


The Berlin papers publish stories of 
the Zeppelin development from a 
Swiss source, according to which thou- 
sands of expert mechanics employed 
at the Friederichshafen . works turn 
out one or’ two airships eyefy’ weck. 
The trial flights over Lake Constance 
neighborhood never cease and the 
noise of the motors which are -tested 
daily and nightly at the great 
Mashach Mctor Works may be 
plainly heard far into Switzerland. 
The Zeppelix trial flights are now 
like military manoeuvres. The shape 
of the airship has undergone a great 
change since the first types appear- 
ed. It is much longer and slenderer, 
two gondolas hang lower, and no 
connecting gangway is visible, but 
is probably hidden within the vast 
body. 

The gondolas are armor plated and 
carry at least six machine guns and 
several larger pieces of artillery. 
The platform formerly noticed on 
top of the balloon, has disappeared. 

Tho airships show a metallic shine 
extending over one-fifth of the whole 
body. lvidently the envelope or 
parts of it are metalized by @ newly 
discovered process. ‘he steering ap- 
paratus is much simplified and = re- 
duced in size, while the motors are 
greatly enlarged. 

Interesting descriptions of the 
warlike manoeuvres of the Zeppelins 
are given; their ability of ascend- 
ing, descending and wrning having 
been astonishingly improved. Not 
even the noisc of the motors can 
drown the sharp crack of machine 
guns rattling away thousands of feet 
over the lake. Sometimes an. air- 
ship ‘suddenly disappears entirely in 
a cloud of vapor emanating from 
its own body. If the atmosphere is 
the least foggy the airship becomes 
absolutely invisible. Therefore it 
is not surprising that the English 
fliers have failed to discover them. 
Only the brightest moonlight may re- 
veal on airship at night, while sud- 
den darts from its own powerful 
searchlights make concealment  im- 


possible. There ig much discussion 
about the new aerial torpedoes 
which are said to be destined to 


play an important part in the next 
raids, 


An American View 


The U.S. Needs the Friendship of 


England and France

The square 
miles of factories which are continual- 
ly being added to the Russian and 
english munitions plants are based on 
this caleulation. When peace comes 
in Murope the entente and Japan will 
probab!y have- 15,000,060 men under 
urms and they would, welcome a quar- 
rel which would lessen their debts by 
$40,000,000,000. It would be easier 
for Great Brilain to operate in New 
England than at Saloniki or Suez. 
Each of the four Kuropean powers 
could land 200,000 men every ten days, 
while Japan, with her standing army 
of 1,000,000 and her population over 
71,000,000, all trained by the German 
system, could operate from Hawaii 
and employ an indefinite number. 

If 1 were an Englishman I would 
favor such a war. By remaining sil- 
ent during the invasion of Belgium 
the American government has shown 
approval of a-nation going out for 
plunder, or a “place in the sun,” so 
Why should not Englishmen do it?”

| SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 


WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THe sole head of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may. homestead a quarter section 


of available Domiaion land in. Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta, Applicant must zppear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Ageucy for the District. Entry by proxy may 
be made at any Domiaion. Land Agency (but not 
Sub-Agency), on certain conditions, 

Duties--Six months’ residence upon and cultva- 
tion of the land in cach of three years. A home- 
steader may live withia nine miles of his homestead 
ona farm ef at least 80 acres, on certain conditions 
A habitable house ts required, except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certaia districts a homesteader in good standing 
may pre-empt a quarter-section aluagside his home~ 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties---Six months residence in each of six years 
after carning homestead patent ; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation, Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certaia conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his homestead 
right may take a purchased homestead in certain 
districts, Price $3.00 per acre. Duties--Must reside 
six months in cack of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $390.00, 

The area of cultivation is subject to ceduction ix 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land. Live stock 
may be substituted for cultivation under certain com- 
ditions.

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HAT is it that makes the suits for this 
spring different from last year’s, or 
even from the fall and winter suits?

Sheaves of grain containing any 
considerable quantity of weeds are} 
difficult to cure, and are frequently | 
the cause of grain heating in the 
stack, bin or elevator, thus seriously 
injuring its germinating power.

|not religion, but it is an outgrowth of 
j religion, as it is from religion we get 
‘our conception of what constitutes 
right living. The basic principle of 
Ithe Christian religion is the golden 
jrule--"Do unto others as you would 
that they should do unto you'’-—which, 
translated into commercial phraseolo- 
igy, May he called the gospel of the 
isquare deal. 

Business, for the purpose of this 
\ discussion, is confined to commercial 
jtransactions; in short, to buying and 
| selling, We are all buyers. We must 
j buy our clothing, food, shelter, amuse- 
; ment, education, and much of our suc-

| And we are all sellers. We sell either 


goods or services. ‘hese two acts, 
buying and selling, constitute our bus- 
iness relations with society. 


The square deal means giving hon- 
lest value and getting honest value, 
tbut this immediately demands a stand- 
ard of honest alue, Tie modern con- 
ception of supply and demand as a 
basis of honest value must be chal- 
lenged as illogical and immoral. A 
pound of coal will only give sg much 
heat. whether it be taken fronra thou- 
sand. tons or out of the last scurttleftul, 
A house only gives so much room and 
shelter, whether in boom days or per- 
jods of depression, 


supply and demand, but service ren- 
‘dered and cost of production. 

As, however. we are not dealing 
with {ideal conditions, we must en- 
deavor, as far as possible, to apply 
moral principles to conditions as we 
find them. There is a growing concep- 
tion that the idea af business is ger- 
vice, rather than sharp practice, and 
with the spread of that conception 
will come business morality, 

Modern specialism tends to destroy 
general information, and present-day 
buyers are generally ignorant of 
values and qualities outside of their 
own little sphere of specialization. Ig- 
norance of values, combined with 
wrong standards of living, are the 
most fruitful sources of business im- 
morality. The cure for such condi- 
tions is right standards and informa- 
tion.
